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Some arguments were repeated arguments from the previous response. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986), Applicant presented arguments against the references individually 
then drew conclusion that the combination of the references does not teach the claimed 
limitation. However, applicant failed to see that the arguments presented on one reference is 
ftilfiUed by other reference(s) when they are combined. Claims 13-29 and 32-34 stand rejected 
under the combination of the reference.
